In a dark room the developing 
has to be done at a temperature 
not under fifty degrees. Land, by 
adding a caustic, enables the au­ 
tomatic developing to go at tem­ 
peratures from 15 above zero to 
HO above. The

Land also offers a new kind of 
film, just ordinary paper, coated 


into the negative and turns the 
light-exposed silver bromide into 
black metallic silver. This silver 
remains permanently in the neg­ 
ative, just as in ordinary pho­ 
tography. 
Simultaneously with the devel­ 
oper the hypo goes to work but 
not as fast as the developer for 
the first 30 seconds. 
Tins hypo 
dissolves the silver bromide that 
has not been exposed, and carries 
it out of the negative. That, too, 
repeats the process or ordinary 
photography. 
The next step is different. The 
positive film is not light-sensitive. 
It contains no silver of its own to 
be developed into a finished pic­ 
ture. The hypo carries the silver 
bromide that it has washed out of 
the negative, into the plastic and 
deposits it there. 
This bromide, in the plastic, is 


changed into metallic silver and 
is then deposited on the positive 
film. Just what the chemical con­ 
trols for this substitute for light 
may be Land does not explain in 
detail. Sodium sulfite, however, is 
one that he names. 
The sharpness of the picture is 
controlled by the size of the par­ 
ticles which are deposited on the 
positive. The size is controlled by 
chemical processes not identified 
in the Land announcement. 
Near the end of 50 seconds, re­ 
tarding chemicals start to work, 
to end the picture-making proc­ 
ess. 
These chemicals and others 
fix the picture so that it w ill not 
fade. They force excess develop­ 
er, 
or reagents, into the plastic 
film. 
They contain antioxidants 
that prevent oxygen from causing 
fading 
of 
the finished picture. 
They contain also chemicals not

This is a 
cellulose plastic. 
The form ordi­ 
narily used is sodium carboxym- 
ethyl cellulose. 
This plastic keeps the negative 
and positive faces separated, by 
a few thousandths of an inch. It 
spreads the other chemicals even­ 
ly arid quickly. It holds both the 
developer and the hypo chemi­ 
cals, and feeds them into the neg­ 
ative. 
The first action is of the devel­ 
oper.
